Reasons for allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fail to teach or suggest individually or in combination a system having 
a functional unit data path width, a first memory system having a first data path width, a second 
memory system having a first data path width which is greater than the fiinctional unit data path 
width; wherein the system disclosed the uniquely distinct features of: "copying a second memory 
operand portion from the first memory system to the second memory system, the second memory 
operand portion having the first data path width and being catenated with the first memory operand 
portion, thereby forming catenated data" (as per claims 1, 7, 13 and 15). These distinct features of the 
present claims invention were not found to be anticipated, suggested or made obvious by the prior 
art of record, either singularly or in combination 

The prior art of record failed to teach or suggest individually or in combination a method of 
processing a data stream in a general purpose processor, wherein the general purpose processors 
comprising the uniquely distinct steps of " dynamically partitioning the data stream based on an 
elemental width of the data and storing partitioning data in register of a register file coupled to the 
data path, wherein a number of data elements stored in a register is inversely related to the elemental 
width of the data stored in partitioned field of the registers (as per claim 18). These distinct steps of 
the present claims invention were not found to be anticipated, suggested or made obvious by the prior 
art of record.
